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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendments 

1 . Amendments to claims 1 7, 21 , 36 and 39, filed on November 1 5, 2004, have 
been entered in the above-identified application. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 18, 19 and 23 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Regarding claims 18, 19 and 23, the Examiner notes that the base claim (claim 
17) already recites that that the imperfect transfer portions comprise two portions and 
are on the same side surface as the reference pattern, which is on a side surface to the 
transfer surface (i.e. "in a portion other than the at least one transfer surface" in claim 
1 8, In an adjacent surface of the at least one transfer surface" in claim 1 9, and "in a 
same surface other than the transfer surface" in claim 23). Hence, claim 17, by default, 
already meets the limitations of claims 18, 19 and 23. 

3. Claim 39 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 21. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
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proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

4. Claim 40 is objected to because of the following informalities: in the amended 
claims, applicants appear to have accidentally copied over part of claim 41 onto the old 
language of claim 40. For purposes of Examination, the Examiner has interpreted the 
current claim 40 as being the correct and pending version of the claim . As such, claim 
40 is objected to as having the phrase "The plastic molding according to claim 39, 
wherein the pair of Previously Presented)" at the start of the claim, thereby making the 
claim difficult to comprehend. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claim 40 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 41. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a plastic molding 
comprising a transfer surface, a reference portion and a plurality of imperfect transfer 
portions meeting the claimed structural limitations.
